Opening of tlie Quebec 
Iiegislatnre. 

The second Bessiou of tho socond 
Legislature of tho Province of Qvieboo 
•was oponed at tho 'AuciontCapitn,!' on 
the Tth.inst. There is not much in tho 
opening^BpiBeoh tio oritioize, — bub little 
to interest the reader. Allusion is made 
to the various conflicts with tho Feder- 
al Governniont on tho question of juris- 
diction, and it is made subject of com- 
plaint that, while such coiillict.'i wore 
always amicably settled, tho courts of 
f.justice in the Province had virtually 
set aside Acts of the Leisfislature which 
had not been disallowed by the Federal 
Government, and the intcntiou ot the 
Provincial Government to take stops 
forhaving such constitutional questions 
submitted to the highest tribunal of 
t^Empjxo j« annouuced. A bill ro- 
speccing the election of members and 
another to facilitate tho decision of 
controverted elections, are promised, 
and the House is informed that it will 
be asked to supply what is still want- 
ing in our judicature, laws to complete 
tho system of judicial decentrahzation. 
"What follows is of more interest: 
"Your Legislation, in favor of railways 
and colonization roads, has drawn its 
fruits, and you will have seen with 
pleasure that several largo enterprises 
■which you have aided by grants of 
money or lands are in progress of 
completion. Great efforts have been 
made by the Government of this Pro- 
vince in favor of colonization. Nu- 
merous and important roads have been 
constructed and emigrants from Europe 
are beginning to turn in greater num- 
bers towards this country and to settle 
here. Tho liberal subsidy whioli tlio 
Federal Government has placed at our 
disposal to assist emigration, should 
encourage us to continue our exertions 
aaSi ft) emulate in this respect the ef- 
forts, of other Pi'o vinces. " The speech 
expresses regret that certain portions 
of the Province have suiTcrcd 

froatly by a failure of last j'car's 
arrest and the intention of aid- 
ifig'flie sufferers by loans of money is 
announced; and theHouso is informed 
ffiit-money wiU be asked to renew tho 
appropriation which was made last 
year to enable the Government to de- 
fend the rights of the Province bof.. . ■) 
the Privy Council, in the matter 
the .pretended arbitration and award 
respecting the debts and assets of the 
old Province of Canada.

Not long ago tbe "Times," in a sort 
of patronizing way, espoused Canada's 
Bupposed wrongs asagainst the^Iother 
Country. Li doing this, the "Tlmn- 
derer" displayodits accustomed ignor- 
ance upon colonial all'airs, and.uisulted 
loyal Canada by assuming a' d^^e on 
her part to leave the old roof-tree. 
In a more recent edition of that • re- 
makably inconstant paper we find an 
article on the issue of tho San Juan 
difputo, i 1 which it breathes a very 
difieyen s jirit towards Canada. A very 
able and interesting letter from the 
facUe pen of bur Agent-Genei-al in 
London, called forth tJbe article. We 
will make room for the following ex- 
tract : — 

"If British Columbia, which is in 
efTect Vancouver's Island, were alone 
concerned, the grievance of the award 
TTOuld be purely sentimental. But 

the people of Vancouver's Island, 
though few in number and scarcely in- 
creasing, havehirgo coucp])tions of tlio 
future, and tho inhabitants of the older 
Provinces of the Canadian Dominion 
encpurage them in anticipd.tions which 
ikliey In truth share. Vancouver's 
Island and Nova Scotia are to b(;linked 
together by a railway which, ruiinin;^' 
along tho chain of hikes, shall ])en"- 
trato Manitoba, and tlien, pursuin^'ils 
way through tiio now trackless and 
pathless West, shall at last, strike tlu> 
'Pacific Ocean. All tho rodmulanf 
population of tho Older World is to 
pass along this highway, ami will lind 
on tho banks of the Red River and the 
Fraser River more attractive resting 
places than are to be discovered West 
of the Mississippi. This is the Cana- 
dian dream, to which, it will be ro- 
memborod, wo are so far coTumittcd 
tiiat, as an indncemontto tho Canadian 
ilinisters to press tho acceptance of 
tho Treaty of Washington upon tlio 
Canadian Parliament, wo undertot.k to 
guarantee a loan of two millions and a 

'■'half, to be expended on the rinlway 
which is to nialce the dream come true. 
We heartily wisli we worn free from all 
complicity in what we cannot Init re- 
gard as a very wild undertaking, and 

. -wo especially rogret tho way in whicli 
■we wore brouglifi into connciction with 
it." 

That the "Times" shonld lie skepti- 
cal on the subject of the Canada Pacifu' 
Railway, can surprise no one familiar 
witi its pages; but that it should turn 
round in ft single week from asserting 
that Canadahadbeen cruelly sacrificed 
in tho Treaty of Washington, to grud- 

•■'ging tho Imperial guarantco for a 
paltry loan of two millions and a half 
seems like out-Heroding Horod. 

OCHappily. thQ ''Times" does not truly 
represent the feeling of the Empire in 
whose name itspoakf^ in this iiistanc 
at any rate. If it wore ho, if tho pare t 
state 'really re.-rretted tho t ruly insig 
ficant share she has taken in tho groat 
scheme of empire, Canada would not 
long hesitate about roleasing her. Tho 
misorablo penurious spirit evinced by 
the "Times" in this article is in strange 
oOJ^trftst with that of ft former ono.

The Toronto "Globe." recently had nu 
article aniiuiidvorting in terma of uo littlo 
severity upon tho Dominion Government 
for tho alleged ill treatment of British 
Columbia, in respect Of tho claaii of stcvm 
eonununication providod botwoeii our 
ports and San Francisco. In replyiug to 
tho article, the Toronto "Mail," a journal 
friendly to the Government' oays: "So 
Rooa as practioablo after the entrance of 
British Oolumbia into the Union, advor- 
tisGmonts were inserted in prominent pa- 
por.'i in Montreal, Quebec, Halifax, Lon- 
don, Liverpool, Now York and San rrnu- 
cisco, inviting tenders for ft semi-monthly 
postal soiivioo by steamship between San 
ri'tmi-isco and Victoria. In answer to 
tlinso ailvcrti-.cnieiilrt only throe tondora 
viOYi'. rccoivod; ono from iNfossrH Roscnfolt 
k Berininghani, of San Francisco, at tho 
mto of J?.")!, 1)00 per ainnun: and two from 
Messrs Ilui'idorson, of London, England, 
thn lower of which was at tho rate of 
Sl'i5,()00 po" annum. There being no 
altornntive between the accoptanco of 
Mcsars Ilosonfolt & Bermingham's tender, 
and a very largo aclditionai oxxjendituro 
on which, doid)tloHS, if it had boon incur- 
red, tho "Globe" would have boon very 
reatly to founil a charge of oxtravaganco, 
a contract was entered into with tho30 
gentlemen. Tlio vessels named for tho 
jierformanceof theserviceworo tho Prince 
Alfred and the Idaho, which, as roganlod 
speed and accommodation, were ropre- 
Kented an being fully iiblo to nu'ot all iv- 
(luircnients." Our contemporary tlie.i 
proceeds to descrilio tho Prince Alfred, 
and concludes tl'iit tho improvements 
about to 1)0 made upon that boat will ren- 
der her more fitted for tho service. While 
thnnkin^ tho "Globe " for its newborn 
interest m tho affairs of tho Pacific Pro- 
vince, wo may bo pnrniittod to express 
tho hope that its motives arfi patriotic, and 
that it, will find more fitting employment 
in guarding tho rights and promoting the 
the interests of this country than it lias 
done in the past in misrepresenting and 
insulting it.

ENTICING SAILORS TO DESERT. 

Tlio casn of Flower for onticiiip^ snilors 
to desert (erroneously statod yi'slerJiiy to 
liivvo lieen eoiicludeil) was continued, and 
fjivon to the jury at 11 o'cku'lc. tioforo 
leaving the hox tlio l''orein:in announced 
that a verdict had lieen af^reed to; hut one? 
of 'the jurors (I\Ir. J. AV. Carey) stated 
that ho had not agreed, whorou])0ii they 
■wera conducted to their room to dolibor- 
ftto; rouirning, iiftor a lialf-hoar'sabsonce, 
•with a verdict of Guilty. 

Tho prisoner Avas ordered to appear for 
sentenco on Friday. 

crrTis-c, wrni tnti^xt. 
Patrick Eyan was a.rraiyncd on an iiulici- 
nicnt for having cut .Alexander , Biggar 
•with a knifo intending to do hi in grovious 
bodily ham-. 

Tho Attorney-Genoral apponrod for tho 
•prosecution and Mr. Rohertson and Mr. 
Bishop for the defence. 

The Attorney-General, in his ©ijening 
address, statod tho circumstances of tho 
case.- In the month of Ootobez last tho 
prosecutor and the prisoner were employ- 
ed on board the B. M. Steamship Prince 
Alfred, and had a dispute ahonfc some 
grouse. Tlie ])rosocator stniek the pris- 
oner and tho ]att(n', having a knifo in his 
hand hit, him with it on the neck,inllieting 
a severs wouiul. 

Alexander Bigg;ir, tho jn'osccntor, was 
pl.aeod on the staad and dojiosed tliat lie 
bought tiirco grouse from an Iridinn and 
hung tlieiu up in the cook's g.illey. Soon 
afterwards lie found that the gro)i.-.o lind 
disappeared an<l a huliijut luiii/f in their 
place. He hunted around ami found two 
pairs o£ grouse. An altoreation ensued 
and Eyati said that if ho wt^ro well ho 
•would s-weop the deck with him (Biggar) 
The lattor stepped towards him and lly- 
an instantly struck him on the neck with 
the knife -which he held in his hand. Wit 
ness was positive that he did not strike 
By an. 

Mr. Robertson said that oiviag to tho 
impossibility of obtaining witnesses ho 
•would not further occupy the time of tho 
Oourt •with tho case. That an assault had 
been committed ■vvas true, bnfc tboro was 
no intent to do grievous bodily Jiarm. 
Op behalf of tho prisoner ho wouhl tliero- 
foro plead guilty to misdenieaucr — that is 
of unlawful cutting. 

Tiio Attorney General agreed to accept 
this plea and 

Mr. Justice Gray charged the jury that 
the plea was porfi<i.'tly in nccordance 
•with tho ovidonco of the ])rosocutor just 
given. The knife wa-i in Hyan's hand at 
the time of the cutting, and he had some 
ground for believing that he (Biggar) was 
about to a.isault him, 

Tho jury found tho prisoner not guilty 
of the folouy, hut guilty of unlawful cut- 
ting only. 

Mr. Robertson proposed to put in evi- 
dence as to thn prisoner's previous good 
conduct in mitig.ation of sentonco, but 
was recommended to put in affidavits on 
rriday.
